The mortgage market simply 


will not be open to the average 
prospective borrower. 
• This gloomy prospect, already 
a too prevalent situation, rises 
from the Michigan House defeat- 
ing Wednesday a lifting in the 7 
percent usury law adopted back 
in 1855. 


The voting followed partisan 


lines closely. Primarily it was 
Democratic opposition to a high- 
er mortgage rate which shut the 
door, although if the minority 
Republican bloc had stuck to- 
gether, passage could have been 
obtained. 


Gus 
Scholle, the 
AFL-CIO 


•political action chieftain, blasted 


the proposal back in the winter 
as a slap against the little guy 
despite the 
fact of mortgage 


money then disappearing because 
of more favorable interest rates 
in other investments. 


Having popped off so intem- 


perately, Scholle found it impos- 
sible to dismount gracefully and 
his union cohorts in the House 
had to follow the party line.

General Motors must pay for 
short term credit).

borrowings).

carrying Moody's best rating;

Everyone of the above indives 


could drop two or more points 
Monday morning and it would 
still be a long day before the 
average man could cadge a 7 
percent mortgage loan from his 
local bank or savings and loan 
association. 


The reason is the same in any 


pricing. The wholesale market 
moves up or down long before the 
same ripple is felt at the retail 
level. 


Some local borrowers won't be 


kept outside the door because 
"taking care of" certain people is 
the name of the game at all 
times. It is also a good question if 
the House had lifted the mort- 
gage ceiling to 814 percent how 
attractive this would be to the 
money people considering rates 
in other fields. 


It's 
the deserving borrower, 


though, who will be hurt. He's 
the gent the House vote osten- 
sibly seeks to protect.

responsible for such an unlikely 
accident. 


But the court felt otherwise 


and ordered the company to pay 
the woman's claim. The judge 
said it was part of a driver's 
job to handle his bus with full 
regard for the dangers of falling 
luggage. 


As it docs on all common 


carriers, the law imposes sub- 
stantial responsibility on a bus 
company for the safety of the 
traveling public. This responsi- 
bility extends not only to the 
way the driver handles the hus 
hut also to the way luggage is 
placed—either

overhead or in the scats and 
aisles.

The Berrien health department has been allocated a one-year 


federal grant of $24,055 to fight German measles in Berrien, Cass 
and 
Van Buren 
counties, 
according to U.S. Rep. Edwin 


Hutchinson (R-Fennville). 


The grant, good for June 30, 1969 to June 30, 1970, will help 


promote immunization of youngsters up to 11 or 12 years old 
against German measles, which can deform or kill unborn 
children in pregnant women. 


The grant also will help pay for immunizations, at county 


health clinics, of children whose parents can't afford the full 
charge, acording to Berrien Health Director Robert Locey. 


The promotion program will start when vaccine is available, 


perhaps in September. Loccy said the department may develop a 
commimity-wide committee to promote German measles immuni- 
zation. 


The $24,055 grant is below Berrien's request for $33,405, but not 


enough federal funds were available, Dr. Locey said.
